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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sumners 
(U.S. Patent 2,917,283). 

Sumners discloses a method of slowing a vehicle comprising providing a panel (13) and 
deploying it above a surface (Figure 4, for example). Only one panel is shown; however, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have positioned two or more panels as claimed to suit a particular application. Note that even if 
spaced many miles apart along the same surface, claim limitations would be met. 

Claims 16 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nasatka (U.S. Patent 4,893,1 19). 

Nasatka discloses a method of slowing a vehicle comprising providing a panel (14) and 
deploying it above a surface (abstract, for example). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have positioned two or more panels 
as claimed to suit a particular application. Note that even if spaced many miles apart along the 
same surface, claim limitations would be met. 
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Claims 16, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Thompson (U.S. Patent 5,419,537). 

Thompson discloses a method comprising providing a panel (14, 16, 60) and deploying it 
above a surface (Figure 2, for example). Vehicles would inherently slow to cross this structure, 
since failure to do so would likely result in damage to the structure and/or the vehicle. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
positioned two or more panels as claimed to suit a particular application. Note that even if 
spaced many miles apart along the same surface, claim limitations would be met. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 24-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed February 7, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As discussed in the rejections above, positioning identical structures of any of the 
prior art devices linearly along a surface meets claim recitations, even if one of the structures is 
not activated. Because duplicating known parts is not patentable subject matter, the rejections 
stand.
